of the alleged highhanded and arbitrary ‘proceedings of 
the police.officials, and suggests that Inspectors and Sub- 
Inspectors ‘should be educated and respectable men and 
should receive suitable pay. Natives should be eligible for 
Assistant District Superintendentships. There should be 
no writer constables, and the Sub-Inspecters should be 
required to record all reports themselves. Constables, being 
generally an ignorant and narrow-minded class of people, 
should not be promoted to the posts of head constables. 
Police inquiries into cases should net be. made by any 
offivial below the rank of Inspector.. In towns and other 
places where there are Honorary Magistrates, their services 
might be utilized for the purpose. All habitual criminals | 
should be branded with a hot iron or marked in some other~ 
way, in order that they might be easily identified. Another 
necessary reform which should -be effected is a curtailment 
ef the extensive powers exercised by the police, which 
enable them to tyrannize over the people. Above all, the 
District Superintendent of Police should strictly watch the 
proceedings of the subordinate police officials.

“Mr. Warburton andthe that, at last, Mr. Warburton has 
tribune. taken two months’ leave to institute 
a criminal prosecution against the Tribune for libel.

and has transferred him to Sialkot where, according to the 
declaration of the Civil and Military Gazette, there will be 
adecrease of Rs. 100 in his pay and allowances. Evidently

and the Panjéb Government. has’ declined to pay the cost 
éf the prosecution. Under these circumstances, how will he 
be able to ‘prove the charge of defamation against the 
Tribune?

The Gov- 
ernment translator could have no difficulty in using the 
plural verb tabdil kiye gaye. In the English version of the 
Government Gazette the word Mr. should be prefixed to 
the names of natives, as is done tothose of Europeans, and in 
the Urdu version the word Mr. should be retained with 
the names of Europeans, and the term Sahib should be added 
after the names of natives. The translation of any subject 
in the English version is generally published after one or 
two weeks in the Urdu version, when the same has already 
appeared in vernacular newspapers, and therefore the infor- 
mation supplied by the Urdu Government Gazette is old 
and stale. It would be well if arrangements \ were made to 
avoid this delay. sti
